Tips oh Cucumbers 


By M. V. (»E*NIT 

Our family is Inordinately food of 
cucumber* and during the cropping 
tea ton we stuff ourselves with them 
until we have cucumber* almost coming 
out our ear*. 

Bowl* of sliced cucumbers in vinegar 
adorn our table for every meal except 
breakfast. We cube them in our salads, 
we serve chunky "fingers" of them as 
hors d'oeuvies, nestled in howls of 
cracked ice along with little green 
onions, celery sticks and radishes, and 
more recently we have been playing 
around with cucumbers In a sour cream 
sauce, made to a recipe given us by a 
Ukrainian friend. 

Cucumbers are hungry feeders and 
need plenty of good stuff in their plant¬ 
ing site—old rotted manure for prefer¬ 
ence. but if you can't get any of this 
precious stuff, you can make a pretty 
good substitute by soaking peat moss 
in a liquid fertilizer solution. Use this 
enriched peat Just as you would manure. 
* * # 

In selecting your cucumber site, it is 
wise to remember that these plants 
have a sprawling habit of growth and 
take up quite a lot of room once the 
vines really get going. They don't need 
all this room right away, however, and 
if you are pressed for space, a good 


plan Is to use the adjoining rows to 
grow some early vegetables which will 
he pulled and eaten by the time the 
cucumber vine* ire ready to take over 
the space. 

For instance, you could use adja¬ 
cent row* for radishes- the little Cherry 
Belle variety ka ready to eat in only 23 
days—or for those little white table 
turnips, so delicious when eaten'while 
still,young and immature, not much 
bigger than golf balls. Green anions 
from multiplier sets are ready for the 
table in only a few weeks and these, 
too, are a good choice to grow next to 
the cucumber row. 

• * * 

Corn, too, can be grown In the next 
row to cucumbers. While com won't be 
pulled up, like radishes and green 
onions, when the cucumber vines invade 
their apace, it will at least have put on 
sufficient height to tower over the 
ground-hugging vines. This la a rather 
happy combination, in fact, for the 
ground-covering vine* keep the com 
roots cool and moist, while the light 
shade cast by the com makes for tastier 
cucumbers and freedom from bitter¬ 
ness. often caused by too much sun. 

The Instructions on the seed packet 
will often speak of planting cucumbers 
in "hills.** This doesn’t mean mounds 


of soil, as so many novices believe, 
for the term hill simply refers to indi¬ 
vidual planting stations. Cucumber 
seeds are not spaced out in a long seed 
furrow, like peas, but are aown in 
specialty prepared growing sites. 

* * * 

X space my planting stations IS 
Inches apart in the row. At each sta¬ 
tion, a hole is dug, a foot deep and IS 
inches across, and a good big shovel¬ 
ful of old rotted manure—or enriched 
peat moss—dumped In. The hole is filled 
to the top with rich topaoil, and four 
cucumber needs are sown to each sta¬ 
tion. the four seeds forming a little 
square four inches apart eech way. and 
the sown seeds are covered with a 
Hotkap. 

If all four seeds come up, the two 
weakest are pulled up and discarded, 
leaving two strong vines, one to be 
trained each way at tight angles tn the 
roar. 

Never cultivate or hoe around your 
cucumber plants. Cor the roots are 
much too close to the surface for this 
treatment. Instead, sated by hand, 
then spread a thick surface mulch of 
straw or la*m mowings, leaving a little 
clear space around the stems, for these 
have a tendency to rot off at soli level 
it kept too damp.

Middle-aged men and women 
thmldnc ot takk« ’Isometric'' 
exer ci se a to Improve their fig¬ 
ure or physique should first 
make quite sure their hearts 
and arteries are fit to stand 
the strain. 

Medical scientists at Edin¬ 
burgh University have found 
that, when any group of muscles 
are kept contracted hard for 
even a short time, the blood 
pressure promptly starts to 
■oar. 

Die. A. R. Lind and S. H. 
Taylor and co-workers at Pro¬ 
fessor K. W. Donald's depart¬ 
ment of medicine. Royal In¬ 
firmary, made this fundamental 
discovery on their own clrcula- 


Each doctor In the experi¬ 
ments had a fine plastic tube 
placed in the radial artery until 


it entered his aorta, and a sec¬ 
ond one passed via an arm vein 
into his heart. 

When the free end* of these 
tubes were connected with re¬ 
cording Instruments, the volun¬ 
teer* grasped a handgrip meas¬ 
uring device with half his 
maximum strength for a minute 
or two 

Within seconds, his heart; 
acc e l er a ted. Its output tn-j 
rreaaad and the blood pres¬ 
sure began to rise.

Using only 10 per cent of his 
strength amt the figure up 
10 to 30 paints. At 90 par cent 
of their maximum grip, the 
healthy young men's pleasures 
rose to levels mors often seen 
in ■eve r* hy p ertension. More¬ 
over, the greater the effort, 
the higher tha pleasure goes. 

Examination of volunteers 
who already had hypertension
